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SUMMER ACTIVITIES FOR YOUNG PEOPLE AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

A variety of activities for yoiing people will begin early in June at The 
Cleveland Museum of Art* 

The Free Saturday Gallery Glasses start June 6. Registrations will be 
accepted on that day, beginning at 9 a.m*, on a first-come, first-serve basis. Boys 
and girls aged 6 through 16 and interested in drawing within the Museum galleries are 
eligible for enrollment. The classes last from 9^30 to 11:30 a.m, through September 12. 

All other summer classes require a $5.00 studio fee. Included are: Classes 
for Outdoor Sketching and Painting (June 16-July 24 ), divided into two groups — 

6- through 9-year olds meeting Tuesdays and Thursdays, 900 to IlOO a.m. and 10- through 
16-year olds meeting Wednesdays and Fridays, also 900 to 11:30 a.m. (on rainy mornings 
collections within the Museum serve as subject material); Special Classes in Watercolors 
(June 17-July 24), with the park area around the Museum providing natural subject matter, 
for advanced students 14 to 16 who meet on Wednesdays and Fridays, 9:30 to 11 OO a.m,; 

The Puppet Theater Classes (June 16-July24), which embrace various phases of puppetry 
— the making of them (materials are ordinary household items) and the use of them in 
drama (the students will put on a play with the puppets they make). Puppet classes 
meet in four different groups. Children between the ages of 7 and 10 have a choice of 
either 9‘30 to 11:30 a.m. or 1:30 to 3i30 p.m, on Tuesdays and Thursday^ Those be- 
tween the ages of 11 and 14 can attend Wednesdays and Fridays with the same choice of 
times; Assemblage (June 17-July 24), a special studio class for interested art students 
13 years or older, on Wednesdays and Fridays from 1:30 to 3:30 p.m.. Emphasis is on 
problems of construction and broadening the student^s sensitivity to materials found 
in our environment and the possibilities existing for their use in artistic construction; 
Music and Art for Senior High School Students (June 23 for six weeks), meeting on 
Tuesday through Friday from 1:30 to 3!30 p.m., for gifted high school s tudents. Those 
eligible to enter are students whose parents are Museum monbers or whose interest is 
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substantial enough to qualify them for the available scholarships. The course is 
devoted to the understanding of principal periods in art and music history from 1600 
to the current time and is designed to enlighten the student about interrelationships 
existing between the visual and musical arts; also to help him be more skilled in 
criticism and evaluation of the masterpieces in both areas. 

Registration for all classes, except the Free Saturday Gallery Classes, must 
be completed by mail on or before June 10 and can be accomplished by filling out the 
application blank intiie June Calendar, now obtainable from the Museum*s Education 
Departaient, GA 1-7340. 
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
